Steps Called For. 
To meet all kinds of military

A rapidly rising military 
budget through 1970, reach- 
ing in the years 1960 and 
1961 a peak outlay of about 
eight billion dollars a year in 
additional expenditures over 
and above the current 38- 
billion-dollar defense outlay. 
Another five billion a year, 
for several years, for a ci- 
vilian shelter program, is rec- 
ommended on a second-prior- 
ity basis. 

A sweeping reorganization 
of the Pentagon command 


system and of the current 
roles and missions of the 
armed services, both of 


which are regarded as com- 
pletely outmoded in this nu- 
clear age.

Litzinger Asks to Drop 
His Suit, Saying De- 
fendants Agree With 
Him in Bail Jumper 
Inquiry. 


Prosecuting Attorney Ed- 
ward W. Garnholz of St. Louis 
county today disputed a state- | 
ment by a lawyer for Sheriff 
Orion J, Litzinger that no con- 
troversy exists in the prosecu- 
tor’s investigation of the sher- 
sif{'s handling of the return of 
bail jumpers. 

Litzinger’s lawyer, Hale W. 
Brown, made the statement 
yesterday in filing for dismis- 
gal of his suit for declaratory 
judgment against Garnholz, 
Gov. James T. Biair, Attorney 
General John M. Dalton and 
Roy T. Graham, a professional 
bondsman of Clayton 

The sheriff's suit called for 
& legal determination ot 
whether he was acting in his 
capacity of sheriff or as Gov- 
ernor’s agent when he collected 
expenses from both the state 
and bondsmen for returning 
bail jumpers in extradition pro- 


ceedings. It was pointed out 
he may have violated state 
statutes if he was acting as 
sheriff. 


Motion by Defendants. 

The defendants moved for 
dismissal of the suit earlier, 
stating that the complaint 
failed to show the existence of 
“a  justiciable controversy” 
which would entitle Litzinger 
to declaratory relief. 

Litzinger’s motion to dismiss 
stated that “since the defend- 
ants and each of them admit by 
their motions that no contro- 
versy exists, this plaintiff dis- 
misses #his cause of action 
against the defendants without 
prejudice.” 

Commenting on the dismis- 
sal action, Brown told_report- 
ers: “Obviously they Ahe de- 
fendants) agree with me that 
there is a difference between 
sheriff and Governor's agent. 
So if they don’t want to argue 
the case, there is no sense in 
going on with it.” 

“I think he’s got that a little 
twisted,” Garnholz told a re- 
porter later. “Our motions cer- 
tainly did not intend to tonvey 
the impression that we agree 
with him.” 

An extensive investigation of 
some of Litzinger’s activities 
was concluded Tuesday when 
Garnholz met at Jefferson City 
with Dalton and Prosecuting 
Attorney James T. Riley of 
Cole county. 

Question of Procedure. 

After the conference Dalton 
announced that “we now are 
trying to determine how, 
whether or where to proceed” 
against the St. Louis county 
sheriff. It was indieated by 
Riley’s presence that criminal 
actior. might be instituted in 
Cole county 

Brown said he will ask Garn- 
holz to request an opinion from 
Dalton as to whether the Sher- 
iff has a different status when 
acting as Governors agent. 

Brown was reprimanded yes- 
terday by Circuit Judge Noah 
Weinstein when he appeared 
in court at Clayton to file the 
dismissal The judge _ said 
Brown was “making too much 
noise” and was interfering with 
a t’‘al that was in progress. 

The county grand jury heard 
three witnesses yesterday in 
an investigation of alleged ir- 
regularities at the county jail, 
which is under Litzinger’s 
jurisdiction. 

Testimony was given by two 
former jail trusties and a wom- 
an who allegedly participated 
in card games in which trusties 
and jail employes took part, it 
was learned. One of the trusties 
previously told the Post-Dis- 
patch of gambling in the jail. 

Garnholz refused to discuss 
the status of the investigation, 
but other grand jury sessions 
are expected later. The jurors 
met at the Clayton Community 
Circle.

Calculated Casualness. 


The city’s Land Clearance 
for Redevelopment Authority, 
which made _ the _ informal 


awards Wednesday, was attract- 
ed by Scheuer's proposal that 
the housing structures be dis- 
tributed with a calculated cas- 
ualness along a central mall 
and transverses. 

Five 16-story apartment 
buildings, virtually square 
towers because their breadth 
and width would be almost 
identical, would provide 
“points” in the project’s sky- 
line. Contrast would be pro- 
vided by two ll-story “slab” 
buildings, long, narrow and 
flat, with each dwelling unit 
running the width of the struc- 
ture. 

“In other words, a 
would not have anyone living 
opposite him across a _ hall,” 
Scheuer explained. “If the slab 
runs east to west. a tenant 
would have both northern and 
southern exposure. Continuous 
balconies would run the length 
of each floor on one side of 
the building, each unit's share 
being partitioned off for pri- 
vacy.”* 

Walkup Units. 

The seven high-rise buildings 
would provide about one-fourth 
of the total housing units. The 
remainder would be distributed 
in walk-up buildings. About 
one quarter of the total hous- 
ing would be in three-story 
buildings, and the rest, or half 
of all dwelling space, would 
be in two-story buildings 

Both the three-story and two- 
story structures proposed would 
be of two types: apartment 
units and garden-type houses 
Garden-type houses are those 
which provide each family with 
a private garden. 

The three-story, garden-type 
house design would consist of 
ground floor apartments, 
Scheuer said, topped by duplex 
homes occupying the second 
and third-floor levels. A fam- 
ily in a “duplex” thus would 
have dining and living rooms 
on the second floor of the 
building, and climb one flight 
within its duplex to reach its 
upstairs bedrooms. 

Some of the smaller struc- 
tures would be curved and 
would face each other. Private 
gardens would fan out trom 
the rear of each ° structure, 
Scheuer Said. Between the 
structures would be a little 
public garden where neigh- 
bors could meet: and talk, he 
added. 

“We're pretty strong on con- 
versational focal points for 
residents,” the redeveloper 
said. “That's why we include 
‘eracker barrel’ shops in the 
commercial buildings accom- 
panying the housing, and iIn- 
forma! .places nearby where 
small neighborhood clubs can 
meet.” 

The “cracker barrel” shop is 
one where tenants can buy a 
soft drink, a spool of thread or 
cigarettes, Scheuer explained, 
and get an opportunity to catch 
up on the gossip 

“These little focal points are 
usually destroyed when a re- 
developer takes over an area 
and rebuilds on a co-ordinated 
plan,” Scheuer said. “That's 
why the institutional look and 
atmosphere develops. The ten- 
ants have better quarters, but 
they don’t have a place to sit 
around and talk, as in the good 
old days. We want efficiency 
in our redevelopments, bul we 
also want people to enjoy liv- 
ing in them.” 

‘Street Furniture.’ 

Other accessories planned to 
give Mill Creek Valley an in- 


teresting appearance include 
“street furniture” groups, de- 


signed for Scheuer by the art 
editor of Fortune magazine. 
Included are outdoor clocks 
placed on street-level stand- 
ards. with faces in two or 
three directions. Nearby would 
be a hood -sheltering a coin 
box telephone, and an urn 
which could be either a drink- 
ing fountain or a shrubbery 
container. 

These items could be made 
of prefabricated concrete or of 
a number of plastics, Scheuer

Mayer's 
firm recently planned a city 
for the Indian government, and 
designed the model town of 
Kitimat, B.C., in the Canadian 
wilds for the Aluminum Co. of 
Canada. 

Twentieth to Grand. 

The Mill Creek Valley area 
extends from Twentieth street 
to Grand boulevard, between 
Olive street and‘ the railroad 
tracks extending west from 
Union Station. 

The industrial area wil] be 
concentrated south of Market 
Street, running the length of 
the project and served by the 
rail switch tracks on its south- 
ern boundary. 

A second and smaller indus- 
trial’ segment will lie east of 
Jefferson avenue, between 
Market and Pine streets. The 
remainder of the Mill Creek 
Valley project will be devoted 
to residential, public and semi- 
public uses. 

Some streets in the area will 
be vacated so that present rec- 
tangular blocks can be merged 
into “superblocks,” and _ to 
eliminate heavy traffic except 
for main thoroughfares. 

Closing of the streets will 
result in four superblocks for 
residential development, 16 for 
industrial uses and four “par- 
tial” superblocks for industry.

A total of 43. Industrial 
tracts are proposed, varving in 
size from 1'2 to 11 acres.

To Form Corporation. 

Scheuer’s firm and St. Louis

Subsidiary corporations with 
a total capitalization of about 
$750,000 must be formed later 
to handle various phases of 
the construction. The $750,000 
will constitute a reserve fund, 
not to be tapped to meet re- 
development expenses, an au- 
thority spokesman said . 

As the rebuilding tempo in- 
creases on the project, which 
will cost an estimated $250,- 
000.000. the redevelopers will 
have to provide additional 
funds. largely borrowed capi- 
tal. The Government will in- 
sure leanding institutions of 
repayment by the borrowers 
of about 90 per cent of sums 
loaned for residential construc- 
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But the redevelopers 
must seek conventional loans,

NATO’s Double Track 


The final communique at the NATO confer- 


-ence generally confirms what had earlier become 


known of its accomplishments. The conference 
scored useful, if not revolutionary, gains on the 
road to closer allied co-operation. 

There is first of all the agreement in principle 
to establish stocks of nuclear warheads and to 
put intermediate missiles at the disposal of 
NATO's commander—a vitally important recog- 
nition of the military necessity to counter Soviet 
missile strength with NATO missile strength. 
Precise agreement on how the NATO commander 
will consult with member nations in the use of 
these missile bases must be reached in indi- 
vidual negotiations with the nations concerned. 
But the necessary start has been made, and the 
chances are that by the time we have missiles 
ready the bases will be ready teo. 

Then there are the agreements to integrate 
military forces as far as possible; to promote co- 
ordination of research and development of new 
weapons; to speed scientific training, pool scien- 
tific facilities and information, and otherwise ex- 
tend co-operation in this field; to expand trade 
and other forms of economic co-operation; and 
to set up machinery for improved political 
consultation. 

These agreements may be general expressions 
of intent rather than far-reaching changes in the 
structure of NATO. But, taken together, they 
make up a valuable reaffirmation of the com- 
mon interest in allied unity. The allies have re- 
dedicated themselves to the principles which 
brought them together almost nine years ago. 
While moving to strengthen their military power, 
they have reaffirmed a willingness to negotiate 
for the relief of world tensions. 

* - 

The crucial question now is how serious and 
fruitful any negotiations resulting from the con- 
ference are to be. At some points the communi- 
que sounds as if it referred only to a renewal of 
the long-deadlocked London arms talks. By itself, 
that might be worse than nothing. What is to be 
gained by renewing a tedious wrangle which 
demonstrably came to nothing? A fresh start 
must be made. 

Fortunately other parts of the statement offer 
more hope along this line. Consider these words: 

We are also prepared to examine any pro- 
posal, from whatever source, for general or 
partial disarmament, and any proposal en- 
abling agreement to be reached on the con- 
trolled reduction of armaments of all types. 

This appears to be a veiled suggestion that 
either the U.N. disarmament commission or a 
foreign ministers’ conference might consider a 
suspension of nuclear tests or other measures of 
partial disarmament as a step toward more com- 
prehe’sive agreement. Heretofore the United 
States has insisted on a comprehensive agree- 
ment first. If literally insisted on, this clause 
also might be made to cover negotiation on the 
Soviet proposal for a central European zone— 
including Germany, Poland and Czechoslovakia— 
which would be kept clear of missile bases and 
perhaps altogether demilitarized. 

= - * 

The most unfortunate omission from the com- 
munique is any specific reference to the need 
for negotiation of basic political issues as well 
as disarmament—issues whose settlement may 
well be an indispensable condition of progress 
toward an arms treaty. 

Premier Bulganin’s letter emphasized these 
issues, and that is why it created such a pro- 
found impression in Paris. Chancellor Adenauer 
was so impressed by the possibility of basic set- 
tlements leading to the reunification of Germany 
that he went to Paris seeking to delay any state- 
ment on missiles at all. In the end, he and the 
other doubting heads of state accepted the mis- 
siles agreement in exchange for a promise to 
keep the door open for peaceful negotiation. 

Is that negotiation to be whole-hearted and 
sincere, backed by intelligent diplomatic prepa- 
ration and honest effort for success, or is it to 
be a purely formal ritual, reworking the rigid 
formulas of the past? There is no doubt that 
our NATO allies have spoken for true negotia- 
tion. Secretary Dulles leaves no doubt, in his 
current Life article, that he does not believe in 
negotiation on basic issues. This is a position 
Mr. Dulles has long held. He believes the West 
need only stand firm until the Soviets collapse. 
His position brings him into sharp conflict with 
our NATO allies, and the future of American 
leadership of the free world today may hang 
upon how the conflict is resolved.

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For G.B.S.’s ABCs 


We are glad to see that doughty Bernard Shaw 
has won a posthumous semi-victory in his efforts 
for reform of the English alphabet. The British 
Museum and the Royal Academy of Dramatic 
Art have won the bulk of his $1,000,000 estate. 
But by compromise $18,260 has been set aside 
for the purpose to which Shaw had hoped all of 
it would go. 

Shaw was right about that alphabet reform. 
How far $18,260 will go toward buying a new and 
better alphabet we don’t know. Probably not 
very far. As far as B, maybe, or C, if the trus- 
tees use the money as providently as Shaw al- 
ways used that medium. However little it does 
to produce a set of letters that comport more 
nearly with the sounds of English words, it 
should at least show to a few people that wish- 
ing to have some clear connection between the 
two is not sheer nonsense. 

And that, as we think G.B.S. would have been 
amused to admit, is about all that can be ex- 
pected, and a lot more than can be demanded. 
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Out All Along the Line 

Publicists of the Teamsters’ union have beeh 
saying that the expulsion of this and other un- 
fons at the second national convention of the 
AFL-CIO really meant very little because the 
expulsion said nothing about affiliation with 
state and local AFL-CIO bodies. 

If this odd theory were true, the action in 
Atlantic City would have been the next thing to 
mockery. The notion, however, has been knocked 
in the head by John I. Rollings, president of 
the Missouri AFL-CIO Council, and Oscar A. 
Ehrhardt, secretary of the St. Louis Council. 
Rollings said that the convention's action auto 
matically cancelled the Teamsters’ state affilia- 
tion, and that he was waiting only for official 
notification of the expulsion to give it formal 
effect in Missouri. Ehrhardt made a similar 
statement. 

This means a loss of $24,000 a year in Team- 
sters’ dues for the state body, and a loss of 
about $7500 a year for the local council. It does 
not mean “warfare” against the Teamsters, whose 
past relationship with the state body was de- 
scribed by Rollings as “fine.” The Teamsters, 
however, will find themselves without support 
of the state and local bodies until they clean 
house and regain their AFL-CIO membership. 

The case of the smaller Bakers’ union, which 
also was expelled, is different since its officers 
have been overtly defiant of the AFL-CIO. A new 
union has been established for those rank-and- 


file members who want to quit the expelled 
body. The old officers are placing trustees over 
locals joining the new union. This may lead to 
litigation. But Daniel Conway, president of the 
new union, declares: “The right to belong to a 
union of one’s own choice is fundamental and 
that right includes the privilege of belonging to 
an honest union.” 

And in this stand he has the backing of George 
Meany, national president of the AFL-CIO. 
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Decision on Mill Creek 


The Mill Creek Valley decision represents a » 


challenge to St. Louis to conduct much of its 
own redevelopment. — 

By a vote of 3 to 2, commissioners of the 
city’s Land Clearance for Redevelépment Au- 
thority decided against turning the entire Mill 
Creek project over to William Zeckendorf’s big 
New York firm. They gave the task jointly to a 
group of St. Louis real estate men and to the 
City and Suburban Homes Co. of New York. 

So far the Redevelopment Authority's commis- 
sioners have not really explained why they chose 
the joint plan instead of the Zeckendorf plan, 
or what their differences of opinion were. This 
is a matter of such importance to the city that 
both the majority and minority should make 
their views clear to the public. The public is 
entitled to know exactly why the decision went 
as it did and what the Authority staff recom- 
mended, so that it can draw its own conclusions 
as to the wisdom of the decision. 


What does stand clear is the preference of the: 


commission majority for redevelopment partici- 
pation by local interests. Mr. Zeckendorf wanted 
to do the job alone. Local participation is 
splendid, but so is unified control of such a 
project, exerted in bold and imaginative terms. 

The local real estate men will undertake all 
of the development of the 165-acre industrial 
area and 25 acres for commercial businesses. 
This may commit them to an active search for 
new industry for St. Louis. The development of 
new sites will hardly be profitable for either 
developers or the city unless businesses are 
found to use the sitgs 

One indirect advantage accrues from dismissal 
of the Zeckendorf plan. Mr. Zeckendorf had 
sought control of the downtown Memorial Plaza 
project as well as Mill Creek. There is now no 
reason why actual construction should not begin 
in the Plaza. 


Mill Creek will be a tremendous job. It in- 
volves all the area from Twentieth street to 
Grand boulevard, between Olive street and the 
railroad tracks. It will require 10 years to com- 
plete. It will cost an estimated $250,000,000. But 
when it is completed, St. Louis will have a 
bright new ribbon of urban planning running 
from Grand boulevard through the Mill Creek 
area, across tiny Aloe Plaza and on through the 
Memorial Plaza to Twelfth boulevard. 


Development planners now must get federal 
approval and local aldermanic acceptance of 
the Mill Creek plan. Actual construction may 
not begin before 1959. But there is no reason 
for delaying work on the Plaza plan. There 
the dirt should soon begin to fly. 
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As William Coibion Departs 

The resignation of City Planning Director 
William H. Coibion, while understandable, is 
nevertheless much to be regretted. 

St. Louis is indebted to him for, among other 
things, a substantial share of the work of draw- 
ing and promoting the comprehensive zoning 
ordinance of 1950. His efforts to guard the 
ordinance-—that is, the city’s neighborhoods— 
against wanton spot-zoning by the Aldermen 
were strongly backed and extended by Mayor 
Tucker. In the last two years spot-zoning has 
been almost non-existent, This has been a gain 
for the whole community. 

Mr. Coibion’s impending departure for a pri- 
vate position on the West Coast grows in large 
measure out of the City Charter’s archaic and 
unrealistic limitation of city salaries to $10,000. 
In this day and age, first-class professional peo- 
ple—planners like Mr. Coibion, engineers, hospi- 
tal directors and the like—cannot be held in 
city service at that price. Mayor Tucker himself 
must make personaf financial sacrifices to con- 
tinue his job. 7 

The Board of Aldermen is empowered to sub- 
mit Charter amendments, including one eliminat- 
ing the salary ceiling, and it ought to proceed 
to this task at once. The loss of key men in city 
employment as a direct consequence of the cei]- 
ing ought to be stopped before services begin 
to suffer. Let us hope that Mr. Coibion’s de- 
parture dramatizes this need for the Aldermen. 
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A Friendly Witness for Texas 

President Eisenhower's attack on the position 
which his own Justice Department is pleading 
before the United States Supreme Court with 
respect to offshore oil makes confusion complete. 

It undercuts the Justice Department's case. 

It gives aid and comfort to the Gulf Coast 
states, principally Louisiana and Texas, which 
the Government is suing. 

It has the effect of exerting pressure on the 
Supreme Court, whether the President intends it 
s0 or not, 

Mr. Eisenhower's pronouncement came in the 
form of a letter to a Texas oj] man and Republi- 
can National Committeeman, H. J. Porter, Dec. 
4. This was after the Justice Department had 
filed suit to limit state claims to offshore-oil 
lands to three miles. It was after Solicitor Gen- 
eral J. Lee Rankin had told the court the claims 
of Louisiana and Texas to offshore lands extend- 
ing three marine leagues—1044 miles—into the 
Gulf had no validity. It is in this area beyond 
three miles that the states have defied the Fed- 
eral Government’s rights to lease land and have 
instead executed leases themselves. 

Into this incredibly muddled situation Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's letter to Oil Man Porter 
drops thick new muddlement. Mr. Eisenhower 
writes that he is still in favor of the 10% mile 
limit for Texas. He promises that the Justice 
Department will present these views of his to the 
Supreme Court in making its case. “It is,” he 
writes, “my earnest hope that the Submerged 
Lands Act (of 1953) establishes Texas's three- 
league historic boundary as a matter of law.” 

Now Attorney General William P. Rogers says 
the Government's final brief will uphold instead 
of contesting Texas's claim to the 1044 mile limit. 

So what is the lawsuit about? 

This is confusion even worse confounded than 
President Eisenhower's repeated indorsement 
of the Dixon-Yates deal almost up to the very 
day when his Justice Department attacked it in 
court. For at least the President did not repeat 
his advocacy of the Dixon-Yates deal after the 
legal branch of his Administration had begun 
efforts to overturn it. Now he not only contra- 
diets the basis of the Justice Department's case, 
but wants the department to present his views 
to the court, and has reversed the Government's 
field in the case of Texas while the case is in 
progress. There could hardly be a more striking 
case of total cross-purposes.

Within the next year or two, the 
nation’s basic labor law will be opened 
up for amendment. 


Though the Senate hearings on 
abuses in the labor-management field 
are still in an early stage, several of 
the McClellan committee members 
obviously feel that Congress already 
has enough information to justify 
legislative action. The Administration 
is also said to feel that certain changes 
in the law need not await the con- 
clusion of the hear- 
ings.

The AFL-CIO, which has agreed to co- 
operate with the McClellan committee 
in formulating remedial legislation, 
heartily supports it. 

Next come proposals to remove the 
exemption of unions from the anti-trust 
laws. This exemption, which was writ- 
ten into the Clayton Act of 1914, is 
based on the doctrine that labor “is 
not a commodity or article of com- 
merce.” The legislators recognized 
that an essential difference exists be- 
tween a group of business men’who 
combine to fix prices and a group of 
workers who combine to establish uni- 
form wage rates.

Apparently what the proponents of 
anti-trust coverage want is a law of 
some kind that will soften the eco- 
nomic impact of big unions. This ht 
be accomplished by breaking the big 
unions up on a company-wide, or a 
ag ora ~~ basis. .

It showed signs of re- 
viving during the war years, especially 
in the South, under the appealing 
slogan of “right-to-work” laws. 
Among those expected to sponsor a 
federal right-to-work bill is Senate 
Minority Leader William F. Knowland. 
The Senator is already on record as 
favoring a right-to-work law in his na- 
tive California. On the other hand, 
President Eisenhower’s Secretary of 
Labor, James P. Mitchell, has on sev- 
eral occasions announced his opposi- 
tion to bans on union security, which, 
should Congress pass a right-to-work 
bill, raises the possibility of a veto. 


On Organizational Picketing 


Organizational picketing is a type of 
picketing aimed at en em- 
ployers rather than employes. Where 
picketing is effective, it halts all de- 
liveries to and from a plant and the 
employer must either deal with the 
union or go out of business. 


In industries and trades where the 
typical firm is small and competition 
is lively, there is, however, something 
to be said for organizational picketing. 
Sometimes employers under contract 
with a union will insist that the union 
organize non-union firms to prevent 
unfair competition. 

_ The ideal solution might be to dis- 
tinguish between legitimate and ille- 
gitimate organizational picketing, but 
to write such a distinction into law is 
on the face of it a very difficult task. 

In an effort to assure that union. 
officials remain responsive to the 
wishes of their members, Congress will 
very probably add some kind of union 
bill of rights to Taft-Hartley. This 
would require that union conventions 
be held at least once every four years, 
that the officers be chosen by referen- 
dum, that strikes be preceded by a 
secret ballot, that no penalties be at- 
tached to organized political opposi- 
tion to union officials and that collec- 
tive bargaining contracts be approved 
by a secret membership vote. 


In addition to a bill of rights, Con- 
gress will almost certainly tighten the 
present provision for filing financial 
reports. It may provide that these re- 
ports be audi independent ac- 
countants and attach severe penalties 
to the filing of false reports.

The London-born writer had 
turned out short stories and 
movie scenarios as well as sev- 
eral Broadway hits 

The latter included “I 
member Mama,” “Voice of the 
Turtle,” “Bell, Book and Can- 
dle” and “I Am a Camera.” 

Mr. Van Druten had been 
under treatment for a heart 
condition for some time. He 
had lived here for the last 17 
years. 

Mr. Van Druten was an ex- 
tremely prolific writer and as 
a playwright had an amazingly 
high percentage of hits. His 
first success, “Young Woodley,” 
was written when he was 24 
and was teaching law in Wales. 

Mr. Van Druten, who had 

studied law at London Univer- 
sity and been admitted to the 
bar, kept his writing secondary 
to his legal career until 1926, 
when the success of “Young 
Woodley” prompted him to 
make literature his career. 

One of his biggest earlier 
hits was “There’s Always 
Juliet,”” and such plays as “Old 
Acquaintance,” “The Distaff 
Side,” and “After All,” quickly 
established him as one of the 
leading writers of romantic 
comedies 

Starting with “The Voice of 
the Turtle,” in 1943 he directed 
all his own plays on Broadway, 
and directed also the hit 
Rodgers and Hammerstein mu- 
sical, “The King and I.” 

Mr. Van Druten never mar- 
ried. He became a naturalized 
American citizen in 1944, at 
about the same time he settled 
down on his desert ranch in 
the Coachella valley, 125 miles 
from Hollywood. 

Although he kept up his 
heavy literary output, Mr. Van 
Druten was serious about his 
ranching and at one time had 
100,000 tomato plants under 
cultivation 

His most recently published 
work was a novel, “The Vicari- 
ous Years,” that came out last | 
summer. He wrote also an 
autobiography “Playwright at 
Work.”

Tsiolkovsky’s old home in 
Kaluga is now a national mu- 
seum containing hisearly plane 
models, the primitive wind tun- 
nel he built to test them, skele- 
tons of birds and photographs 
of winged things. 

His book, “Free Space,”’ pub- 
lished in 1883, first proposed 
jet propulsion as a means of 
moving objects through the air. 
His “Exploration of Cosmic 
Space by Jet-Propelled Instru- 
ments” was published in 1903. 
His book, “Dreams of the Earth 
and Sky,” written in 1895, de- 
scribes a permanent artificial 
satellite whirling in a fixed 
orbit around the earth to serve 
Ss a space station for launching 
cosmic rocket ships.

Under construction are five 
atomic power plants which 
when completed will develop 
2,500,000 kilowatt hours. 


The first Soviet atomic ship, 
the hull of which has just been 
launched, will avoid any sug- 
gestion of war.

Covering Sherman ‘March toSea’ AT TH WASHINGTON 


A Civil War diary written by 


Louis during the fa- 
mous “march to the sea.” in 
which Osterhaus was a corps 
commander under Gen. Wil- 
liam T. Sherman, has been 
given to the Missouri Histori- 
cal Society by Osterhaus’s son, 
retired Adm. Hugo W. Oster- 
haus of Saratoga, Calif., it was 
announced today. 

Written in precise English, 
with occasional personal nota- 
tions in German, the diary 
gives detailed observations on 
weather, positions, distances 
covered and other military in- 
formation. 

A typical entry, dated Nov. 
15, 1864, during the Federal 
army's decisive sweep across 
Georgia from Atlanta, is as 
follows: 

“We are off! For Savannah 
ho! Leave promptly at 6%. 1, 


2 & 3 div in 1 pull, 4 div 
starts from the river. We make 
good time—some rebels at

lery and skedaddle!”’

Storms of tornadic force 
with heavy rain lashed four 
southern Illinois communities 
trees, 
wires 


last night, uprooting 
knocking down utility 
and damaging ' houses and 
barns. No one was reported in- 
jured. 

Last night’s storms occurred 
one day after a series of tor- 
nadoes struck the same gen- 
eral area, causing 13 deaths 
and injuries to about 250 per- 
sons. Property damage Wednes-

said. 

The Illinois storms last night 
hit Elkville, Jackson county; 
Royalton, Franklin county; 
Waltonville, Jefferson county, 
and Pankeyville, Williamson 
county. The area is roughly 85 
Miles southeast of St. Louis.

-Elkville, with a population of 
about 1000, is 15 miles north- 
west of Murphysboro, where 
nine persons were killed 
Wednesday. A private garage 
was leveled at Elkville 
vision aerials am trees were 
blown down. Windows in many 
houses were shattered 

Another garage and a coal 
house were smashed last night 
at Pankeyville, police reported, 
and barns and outbuildings 
were damaged at Royalton and 
Waltonville. Utility wires were 
down in all four communities. 

The heavy rain accompany- 
ing the storms added discom- 
fort to those left homeless by 
the tornadoes ‘and hampered 
salvage operations in the strick- 
en area. 

The Weather Bureau, which 
issued an “all clear’ bulletin 
shortly before last midnight for 
southern’ Illinois, predicted 
clearing skies and cooler tem- 
peratures today with. fair wea- 
ther tomorrow

our nations to the principles 
and purposes of the Nofth At- 
lantic treaty, This treaty has 
been in effect for nearly nine 
years. It was founded to pro- 
tect the right of our peoples 


under governments of their 
own choice. It has succeeded

forever. Already iu 
countries there is evidence of 
the growing desire for intel- 
lectual and economic freedom. | 
If the free nations are stead- | 
fast, the totalitarian menace | 
that now confronts them will 
eventually recede.

In spite 
of disappointments, we re- 
main ready to discuss any 
reasonable proposal to reach 
this goal and to lay a solid 
foundation for a durable 
peace. This is the only way 
to dispel the anxieties aris- 

ing from the armaments 
race. 

The free world faces the 
mounting challenge of inter- 
national Communism backed 
by Soviet power. Only last 
month in Moscow the Com- 
munist rulers again gave 
clear warning of their deter- 
mination to press on to domi- 
nation over the entire world, 
if possible by subversion, if 
necessary by violence. With- 
in the North Atlantic treaty 
there is place for the concept 
of world domination, Firmly 
believing in peaceful change 
through democratic means, 
cherishing the character of 
our peoples and vigilant to 
safeguard their freedom, we 
will never yield te such a 
threat.

MOSCOW, Dec. 20 (AP)— 
Russia’s top scientist warned 
the Soviet Union today against 
“overestimating our scientific 
achievement.” 

“Great efforts are still 
needed to beat the United 
States on all scientific fronts,” 
Alexander .N. Nesmeyanov, 
chairman of the Soviet Acad- 
emy of Science, told a session 
of the Supreme Soviet, Rus- 
Sia’s parliament. 

Nesmeyanov's speech was in 
sharp contrast to previous 
boasts of Soviet scientific 
achievement. He appeared to 
be seeking even greater ap- 
propriations for scientific de- 
velopment. 

Plans to increase Soviet 
spending on scientific research 


by about 11 per cent next 
year to the equivalent of four 
and one-half billion dollars 
were nounced to the Su- 
preme Sbdviet yesterday. 


Nesmeyanov said this com- 
pared with an annual increase 
in the United States of 12 
per cent.

F.H.A. Deal 
Gets Trials 


By HUGH L. MORRIS 

WASHINGTON, D. C. (INS) 
—Endless delay and red tape, 
which often threaten to stran- 
gle FHA, are virtually elimi- 
nated in a test plan to provide 
“automatic insurance” of home 
mortgage loans. 

Known as the “Certified 
Agency Program,” the experi- 
ment lets approved mortgage 
lenders accept applications and 
process cases to completion 
without prior approval of the 
regional FHA offices. 

It has gotten off to an “ex- 
cellent start” in seven test 


areas and, if successful, will be 
extended to other parts of the 
country. 

This is only one of several 
changes contemplated to make 
FHA more effective as it at- 
tempts to absorb the veterans 
program and to recover from 
the “tight money” blow this 
year. 

For Small Towns. 

The plan applies to towns of 
less than 15,000 population 
served by FHA offices at Al- 
bany, N. Y. Philadelphia: 
Greensboro, N. C.; Springfield, 
Topeka, 
Kans., and Grand Rapids, Mich. 

The towns must be more 
than 30 to 50 miles from the 
FHA offices, depending on how 
far the metropolitan influence 
extends. 

First loan under the plan was 
made at Watseka, Ill.. and 
cleared in four days, compared 
with a normal FHA wait of 
four weeks or more. Another 
breezed through in two days in 
New York. 

Director Graham Northup 
said the first loan was made by 
a bank which had carried only 
40 other mortgages in 21 years. 

Northup cited as evidence of 
success the speed with which 
the applications are processed 
and the-participation by lenders 
who previously had frowned on 
FHA mortages because of the 
red tape. 

After visiting the test areas, 
Northup said he was “amazed” 
at the number of people who 
wanted FHA loans but had not 
been able to get them through 
local lending institutions. 

Can Back Out. 

Prospective home buyers in- 
terested in FHA insured mort- 
gages should find an approved 
lender and.then ask about the 
plan—otherwise they may be 
channeled into a conventional 
loan. 

The lender will take the ap- 
plication, assess the applicant's 
credit rating, have the house 
checked by an approved ap- 
praiser and submit the papers 
to FHA for formal closing of 
the deal. 

If the buyer considers the 
appraisal too low in relation to 
the sales price or if he is not 
satisified with the mortgage 
terms, he can back out of the 
deal before it is closed by FHA. 

FHA reviews only the legal 
amounts and maximum terms 
of the loan, but Northup said 
spot checks will be made to 
make sure the credit ratings 
and appraisal meet FHA stand- 
ards. 

If the plan works in the year’s 
trial, it will be extended to 
other small town areas and may 
lead to streamlining of all FHA 
processing, at least for new and 
existing single-family homes.

The Winter Chores 
At Possum Trot 


WHEN THE RECENT .COLD SNAP CAME, our 
thermometer at Possum Trot dropped to four degrees 
above zero on two successive mornings. This was five 
degrees colder than the city and seems to be about our 

'  gverage for the year. 
Despite high winds that 
search out every opening, 
we manage to keep the 
farmhouse warm in even 
the coldest weather. At 
daylight when I put the 
coffee water on to boil, I 
fire up the little wood 
stove that supplements 
the electric range in the 
kitchen. Soon after 
breakfast the living room 
fireplace is heaped with 
logs and lighted, to burn 
until we go to bed at 
night. All this extra 
heat lightens the load on 
the furnace and, although 
the wood-pile shrinks 
apace, who ever heard of 
a country winter without 
an open fire? 

The ponds froze hard 
enough during the cold weather so that, by the second 
day, it was necessary to cut watering holes for the cattle. 
Out in the fencerows and the woods we observed a 
phenomenon which occurs each winter with the first 
sharp freeze. There are certain tall weeds such as Joe 
Pye that retain large amounts of juice—or perhaps it is 
water—in their stems even after they die. On mornings 
such as those last week, this sap or juice oozes from the 
base of the stem and freezes as it comes out. This forms 
fantastic “ice curls” in all sorts of odd shapes which have 
the appearance and texture of finely spun white taffy. 
The curls are extremely fragile and generally disappear 
as the sun comes out and the day warms up. 


One new visitor at the farm is a snow goose 
which Dick Groossenheider, the naturalist and 
wildlife artist, brought down last week. Dick dis- 
covered this beautiful bird near one of the lakes 
in Forest Park more than a year ago. It had ap- 
parently just landed for the first time on its 
flight southward from Hudson Bay and had no 
fear whatever of man. Dick hurried home to get 
his camera, but by the time he returned a couple 
of youngsters had discovered the goose and thrown 
rocks at it or beaten it with sticks until they had 
half-blinded and otherwise crippled it. Dick res- 
cued the goose and nursed it back to health again, 
but could not restore its eyesight. However, he 
and Martin Schweig felt we might like to make 
some photographic studies of the bird, so Dick 
brought it down. We have it, for the moment, 
in one of the small sheds where it manages to get 
around fairly well by sense of touch, 


After the cold spell broke, last week, it was time 
to bring in the cattle from the lower fields where they 
have had fair pickings on the tall fescue which makes a 
lot of winter growth. But now it was time to separate 
the little steers from the cows and heifers, moving the 
former to a pasture across the highway and keeping the 
latter close to the barns where we can wean the last 
of this season’s calves and start keeping an eye out for 
the new crop. 

When Saturday dawned clear and sunny, we got 
busy on the phone and soon had a crew of top hands 
assembled for our round-up. By 8 o'clock Ern Stricklin 
and Jay McColl and Matt Jarvis had arrived to help. Our 
task turned out to be an easy one. For the past two weeks 
we have been feeding a few bales of hay each day, hauling 
this out on the tractor. So now we drove down with our 
hay, called in the herd, and started up the road as soon 
as they were bunched. The only trick was to keep them 
headed for the barn yard without turning off on any side 


We managed the job without a mishap. 


Once at the barn-lot, the steers were sepa- 
rated and driven to their new pasture. Then cows 
and calves and heifers were turned onto the ridge 
near the house. Here they have access to good 
grass and a stalk field that will provide most of 
their forage until the new year. There were 
seasons like this when we first came to Possum 
Trot and had built the pastures to a high state 
of fertility. Yet during the long years of drouth, 
we had almost forgotten that our normal pasture 
season lasts until well along toward Christmas. 


From now on we will han] out some hay each day 
to make the grass last longer. Then when bad‘ weather 
really starts, this hay will be supplemented with a bit 
of ground corn and a pound or so of protein concentrate. 
Then we'll be watching for calves which will start ar- 
riving after the first of the year. It is tasks like these that 
keep the farmer busy throughout winter: feeding his ani- 
mals, cutting wood, building fence, repairing machinery— 
and making plans for the cropping season that lies ahead.

NEW YORK, 


I THINK there are few 
of us who have been wg 
the moves leading up to a 
at the NATO conference who 
are not profoundly anxious 
about the position of the Unit- 
ed States. We find ourselves 
again lagging behind. 

We could have changed the 
situation by being the nation 
who sent proposals to the oth- 
er nations, outlining what few 
practical steps could be taken 
toward peace and disarma- 
ment. Instead, we have been 
reluctant to even look at the 
note from the premier of the 
Soviet Union. 

Now we see, apparently 
with some surprise, that 
certain European nations 
are not in accord with just 
discussing armaments and 
thinking out a plan te create 
a better defense. They prob- 
ably feel that. the time may 
come when they may not 
need defense, The attack may 
go right over them and land 
in the United States. 

Will they then have to help 
defend us by taking part in a 
war which at the moment 
would not apparently involve 
them? We can well answer 
this by saying that our de- 
struction would mean theirs in 
the long run. 

But the position is changed 
from the one which made it 1n- 
evitable that they were the 
first line of defense, and our 
concepts do not seem to have 
changed with the situation. 

It is no longer a question of 
strengthening our defenses or 
of -negotiation, Yes, it is im- 
perative that we strengthen 
our defenses for the short-term 
situation, but we must under- 
stand the fact that there must 
be a policy which looks far into 
the future and that the frame- 
work of that policy must be 
fixed though there may be 
flexibility within it. 

Instead of being just an 
anti-Communist policy, it 
should be one advocating 
democracy and freedom, 
voicing the real ultimate ob- 
jectives which we hope to 
save for our NATO partners 
and ourselves and which we 
hope to be able to give to 
the uncommitted areas of 
the world, many of which 
have not known freedom or 
security in the past. 

We should be mapping out 
and suggesting priorities for 
the work which we hope we 
can inaugurate and help others 
inauguate. This work should 
have nothing to do with the 
horrid possibilities of war. 
Health is one of the things in 
many areas of the world which 
has to have priority.

The New Films 
Life in a Small Town | 


I DIDN’T READ Grace Metalious’s novel “PEYTON 
PLACE,” which created quite a sensation by airing the 
dirty linen of a New England small town. But what 
emerges in the motion picture opening today at the 
ST. LOUIS has obviously had any crudi- 
ties laundered out, although one of the 
main themes, that of the girl Selena 
Cross who is raped by her drunken step- 
father and finally kills him in self-defense, 
is done very frankly and realistically. 


What “Peyton Place” essays, and quite 
successfully, is to capture a _ cross- 
section of life in a small town. Although it doesn’t have 
the poetry, affectionate compassion, or sense of timeless- 
ness of “Our Town,” it does look on its people with sym- 
pathy and is a forceful and engrossing picture. One sub- 
plot is repellent enough. The drunken high-school janitor 
rapes and impregnates his gentle student stepdaughter. 
He tries to attack her again and causes her to have a mis- 
carriage when she falls down an incline in eluding him. 
His wife hangs herself in a closet. When the stepfather, 
having enlisted in the Navy in World War II, comes back 
on leave and again tries to attack the girl, she beats him 
to death with a log. Arthur Kennedy plays this vile role 
as skillfully as always. Hope Lange, a talented young 
actress, is the girl, and Betty Field the mother. The trial 
for murder, the climax of the film, is dramatic, although 
it gets a little unconvincing and soap-operaish at the. end. 


However, there is little else that is sordid in John 
Michael Hayes’ good, solid screenplay. Peyton Place is a 
pleasant and beautiful little town in a pretty countryside, 
as the handsome CinemaScope photography of the chang- 
ing seasons shows. Most of the people seem both nice and 
reasonably respectable.: True, the well-to-do Constance 
MacKenzie in a burst of anger tells her daughter Allison 
that She was never married to Allison’s father but we can 
recover nicely from this little shock as Mrs. MacKenzie 
has long since been a woman so respectable as to be almost 
prudish. There is a fast young man and his girl who are 
the first to turn out the lights at parties and who take a 
dip in the nude in a pond, but they turn out well. His 
father, the town’s rich man, is a hypocrite, but he learns 
his lesson. The rest of the raft of characters seem normal 
enough. 


Lloyd Nolan gives a sterling characterization of the 
kind-hearted town doctor. A fairly new face, Lee Philips, 
is nice as the discerning, intelligent high-school principal. 
Lana Turner plays Mrs. MacKenzie with more finesse than 
she has ever shown in her acting, but her work is still far 
short of the Academy Award clamor set up by the film's 
producer, Jerry Wald. A softly appealing newcomer, 
Diane Varsi, plays Mrs. MacKenzie’s daughter, Terry 
Moore is the slightly wild chum. Leon Ames as the rich 
man, and Mildred Dunnock a beloved high school teacher, 
are two veterans who always come through. Other young 
people include Barry Coe, Russ Tamblyn, and David Nel- 
son. Mark Robson's direction is perceptive and has brought 
out the best in all his actors. 


One thing that puzzled me was, that although the 
town’s location, because of several references to Boston, is 
still obviously New England, the accent of most of the 
characters seemed to me to be more Border state. 


Jerry Lewis Slapstick 


JERRY LEWIS’S latest lone wolf eomedy vehicle, “SAD 
SACK.” at the FOX, is a wild and woolly slapstick, broad 
and uninhibited. Some of the gags don’t come off, but 
many do, and it is funny much more often than it is just 
merely ridiculous. Jerry is that perennial 
comedy favorite, the misfit soldier who's 
always putting his slew foot into it. The 
gag is that he’s so clumsy and addlepated, 
in spite of a marvelous mechanical ability, 
that he is singled out for special study by 
an Army psychologist, a beauteous WAC 
major (Phyllis Kirk.) His Army-wise bud- 
dies’ David Wayne and Joe Mantell put up with him, and a 
traditional bull-necked top sergeant (Gene Evans) rides herd 
on him. The romp ends up in Morocco, where the sad sack 
wins the love of a gorgeous dancing babe (‘Liliane Monte- 
verchi) in a dive and foils a plot by revolutionaries. “Sad 
Sack” won't win any prizes, but it certainly is an improve- 
ment over Lewis's first solo venture, “The Delicate Delin- 
quent.”

Surgery for 


A Victim of 
Heart Attack

DEAR DR. STEINCROREN: I 
am a diabetic and also have 
angina pectoris. My doctors tell 
me this ts not a good combina- 
tion. I have to take many nitro- 
glycerine tablets to carry m@ 
through the day. I keep the 
little tablets with me at all 
times. I don’t believe I ca 
survive without them when th 
attacks occur. Is there an 
danger of taking too many? 
Will this condition ever leave 
me? I’ certainly am left at a 
disadvantage: I cannot travel . 
anywhere alone. I cannot walk 
more than one block without 
getting an attack. I will appre- 
ciate any advice you may offer 
me. Thanking you very sin- 
cerely. Mrs. J. O. 

ANSWER: If I knew your 
age and had the answer to 
other questions I might make 
my advice more specific. For 
example, is your heart en- 
larged? Have you ever had a 
coronary thrombosis? Is your 
diabetes mild and easily under 
control? 


If the answer to those 
questions is No and if you 
are in your forties or fifties 
I would suggest that you ask 
your medical man for a con- 
sultation with an experienced 
chest surgeon who is fa- 
miliar with the recent heart- 
operative procedures. If he 
Says you are a good candi- 
date for heart surgery, I 

- would certainly give it some 
thought and come to a deci- 
sion soon. 


Your complaints § indicate 
that you are not improving on 
conservative medical treat- 
ment, Therefore, you may have 
to fall back on surgery. There 
have been quite a few opera- 
tions devised to increase the 
circulation in the heart. One of 
the first, and best, is the 
Claude Beck operation. Talk it 
over with your doctors as soon 
as you can. Often, time is of 
the essence. 


In 1927 Joseph T. Wearn, 
M.D., cited two patients who 
lived and earned a liveli- 
hood with both of their ar- 
teries closed off at their 
openings. Of course, the clos- 
ures were gradual enough to 
allow other smaller arteries 
and veins to take over the 
circulation (collateral circu- 
lation), 


However, in your case, Mrs. 
J.0., the collateral circulation 
doesn't seem to be effective. 
That is why I recommend 
surgical consultation.
